Board of Commissioners 
approves draft plan for 
countywide. program

Crawford County, city and township offi- 
cials have charted a course to offer county- 
wide recycling to citizens in the years fo 
come. 

The Crawford County Board of 
Commissioners, at its regular monthly 
meeting last week, approved a two-year 
draft plan for countywide recycling. 

South Branch, Frederic, Maple Forest, 
Lovells and Grayling Township Boards 
have approved the plan. The Beaver Creek 
Township Board and Grayling City Council 
have yet to approve the pact. 

Under the plan, the county will purchase 
an all-season forklift capable of entering 
standard semi-trails via a portable loading 
ramp. Crawford County Administrator Paul 
Compo said the forklift would cost between 
$5,000 and $15,000. 

The ramp, which will be purchased b 
Grayling Township, will cost about $3,000, 


said Grayling Township Supervisor Terry 


Wright. 

Grayling Township will guarantee to 
oversee countywide recycling through 
March 21, 2012 as long as the costs to 
transport the recycled materials remains 
cost neutral. If the amount received by

Crawford County man rides down 
wounded World War IT bombers

Thirteen days after Great 
Britain declared war on 
Germany for World War H, 
Crawford County resident Frank 
Linto joined the Canadian Army 
to help fend off the Nazis’ 
takeover of Europe. 

In a day when crossing coun- 
try boarders and fighting with 
people of different ethnic back- 
grounds is in the headlines, 
Linto’s decision back then was 
simple. 


Linto, 92, was born and grew 
up in downtown Detroit. His 
family had a summer home in 


Canada. Linto opted to join the: 


military there because the pay 
was better than in the United 
States, which had not entered the 
war at that point. 

At first, Linto was denied 
acceptance into the military 
because of his thin frame. He 
quickly packed on the pounds, 
was given a uniform and sent off 
to training. 

Linto, who was first assigned 


to a gunnery unit, convinced his 
superiors to allow him to go to 
flight school and he became a 
member of the Royal Air Force. 
Young men from New Zealand, 
Finland and Sweden were also 
brought into the fold of the 
Royal Air Force to man fighter 


planes and bombers. 
Linto said he would have 
given his decision second 


thoughts if he had known the 

dangers he would incur while 

flying a Lancaster bomber over

There are 41 additional 
school districts that receive 
$8,500 or more per stu- 
dent. This is unacceptable 
to me! What make the stu- 
dents in these other dis- 
‘tricts worth more? When 
our elected officials make 
cuts, they cut every district 
the same, so you can see 
the gross inequity. 

This has to stop. We 
must fund every district the 
same with each receiving 
the same amount per stu- 
dent.

Michigan tax payer should 
be outraged by these fig- 
ures and demand an imme- 
diate change. a 

My child as well as 
yours, should obtain the 
same funding as every 
other student in the 
Michigan public school 
system, 

One final note, I also 
believe that our state offi- 
cials should make sure that 
85 percent of the funding 
received from the federal 
government for education 
should be getting to our

‘Michigan’s ‘budget, 
schools depend on: for their 


County officials 


searching for 
funds for school 
liaison officer

Crawford County officials 
last-week decided to review 
their budgets with a fine 
toothed comb to determine 
if they can keep a school 
liaison officer in the halls of 
schools for the Crawford 
AuSable Schoo! District. 

The Crawford County 
Board of Commisstoners, at 
its regular monthly meeting 
last week, directed its audit 
committee to find $11,000 
to fund the school. liaison 
officer’s position until the 
end of the school year. | 

Last month, over a two 
week span, state lawmakers 
cut the Crawford AuSable 
School District’s budget to 
the tune of $525,000, 
School Superintendent Joe 
Powers said. 

Powers said that he imme- 
diately contacted the 
Crawford County Sheriff’s 
Office officials to inform 
them that they could only 
fund its share of the school 
liaison officer’s position 
through Oct. 31. After that, 
Powers said the school offi- 
cials were not confidant 
they could help fund the 
position, but were open to 
discussing other options and 
possibilities. Crawford 
County Sheriffs Deputy 
Chase Barnett. currently 
serves as the school liaison 
officer. 

With the volatile condi- 
tion of the State of 
which 


funding, Powers said the 
school district is expecting a 
$1.5 to $2 million cut to its 
budget for the 2010-2011 
school year. 

“We're like any other 
school in the entire state and 
we're also aware the county 
is in some very difficult sit- 
uations as far as finances,” 
Powers said.

“I do have complete con- 
fidence in the  sheriff’s 
department and I do have 
complete confidence that 
we're all here working the 
same purpose - for the bet- 
terment of our county and 
the betterment of our stu- 
dents as well,” Powers said. 

Crawford County Sheriff 
Kirk Wakefield said he is 
happy that county and 
schoo] officials are listening 
and thinking about preserv- 
ing the position and believes 
he and Kraycs have a solu- 
tion to budget and personnel 
issues, 

“It makes things extreme- 
ly hard on me, but I’m will- 
ing to sacrifice things for 
this program,” Wakefield 
said. 

Wakefield, however, said 
he is disappointed in the 
band-aid efforts that state 
and federal lawmakers have 
forced local officials into to 
fund existing —_ services.. 
Wakefield said that is cau- 
tiously hopeful in getting

since the legal action and is 
now owned by Waste 
Management. 

Patrick said was pleased 
to have the agreement in 
place so that everybody 
knows what they are doing 
and Grayling Township is no 
longer subsidizing county- 
wide recycling. 

“It's formalized so people 
know what their responsibil- 
ities are going to be,” Patrick 
said.

Young hunters win top prizes

during buck pole event 
28 deer displayed during 51st Orangecoat Roundup | 


Grayling now has 51 
years of hosting Michigan 
white-tailed deer: hunters 
and providing them with the 
Opportunity to display their 
results on a traditional buck 
pole. The Orangecoat 
Roundup, a two-day event 
hosted by Skip’s Sport Shop 
and organized by the Camp 
Grayling Conservation 


- Club, featured a total of 28 


deer (19 on day one) or this 
year’s buck pole on Nov. 15 
and 16 — the first two days 
of firearm deer hunting sea- 
son. 

“This year’s event started 
with temperatures in the 40s 
with partly cloudy skies. 
First day activity was slight- 
ly behind 2008 with 19 deer 
as Opposed to last year’s 
first day total of 23. Hunter 
activity was high with many 
of the deer being hung by 
downstate, hunters,” event 
organizers said. 

For .almost 20 years the 
Camp Grayling 
Conseryation Club has 
sponsored the running of the 
buck pole. During the 
Orangecuat Roundup event, 


hunters are awarded prizes 


in various categories, such 
as first buck for the day or 
youngest hunter. The deer 
are weighed and the antlers 
are measured. A_ scoring 
system that takes into con- 
sideration total spread, 
number of points, and 
length of points assigns a 
score used to determine the 


, best buck of the ‘two first 
days. The grand prize win- 


ner — the hunter with the 
“best buck,” according to 
the scoring ‘system —- 
receives a new scoped hunt- 
ing rifle. - 

“J. think the deer herd is 
down a little in numbers, but 
if you get into where their 
food source is you should 


do just fine,” said Jack 
Millikin of Skip’ $s Sport 
Shop. 

“The parking lot at Skip’s 
was packed with hunters 
most of the day,” event orga- 
nizers said. 

In 2001, the wooden buck 
pole used at Skip’s Sport 
Shop for many years col- 
lapsed. It was replaced with 
a new steel buck pole with a 
working platform and even- 


tually an electric hoist was 


added. 


At the end of the first day, - 


the heaviest deer at 164 
pounds also had the highest 
antler score at 132 and 3/8 
points. This trophy deer 
was bagged by the youngest 
hunter of the day, 13-year- 
old Charles Shears of 
Frederic. 

Monday, the second day 
of the season, greeted 
hunters with 23 degree but 
clear weather at dawn. The 
first two deer hung were 
taken late on Sunday by 
brothers Ryan and Rodney 
Halstead. Since they had 
taken their deer after the 5 
p.m. hanging deadline on 
Sunday, they were added to 
the buck pole in the number 
‘two and three rungs. The 
first buck shot on Monday — 
brought in just before 10 
a.m. — was a 165-pound 
deer shot by Jamés Walker 
of Grayling.
